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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Objections 



1 . Claim 20 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. Claim 20, depending from 
claim 15, should depend from the computer readable medium parent claim 17. For the 
purpose of examination, the Examiner will consider claim 20 as being dependent of 
claim 17. 



2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



3. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Davis et 
al. (6,282,522 B1). 

Davis et al. discloses a system and method embodied in a computer readable 
medium for conducting mobile commerce including: verifying user authorization (via a

stored-value card 5 that serves as identification functions) at a hand held device (204 
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any portable device such as laptop, cellular phone, or any variety of a personal digital 
assistant (PDA)), transmitting a transaction request from the hand held device (via step 
602), transmitting an amount and a transaction identification in response to the 
transaction request from a base unit (col. 13, line 55 - col. 14, line 3), displaying the 
amount at the hand held device (via displaying purchased amount; col. 7, lines 10 and 
11), and accepting the transaction, transmitting user identification (via card information) 
and the transaction identification (merchant transaction identifier) from the hand held 
device (to a payment server), posting a credit transaction to the user identification (card 
that may serve debit, credit or prepayment functions) from the base unit (col. 14, lines 4- 
25). The hand held device (204) provides for interactive communication (via 236) with 
the base unit (payment server 206). The user authorization is verified using biometric 
device (col. 1 1 , lines 40-44). The user identification contains credit card information 
(col. 3, lines 5-11). Davis et al. further discloses encrypting the user identification at the 
held device (via Data Encryption Standard) (col. 1 1 , 39-46), and decrypting the user 
identification at the base unit (col. 23, lines 54-67). Further, initializing communication 
from the base unit to a financial institution is disclosed (via concentration point 68 to a 
clearing or administration system for processing). Davis et al. further discloses 
encrypting the transaction identification from the base unit (via signature algorithm) and 
decrypting the transaction identification at the financial institution (via information 
collected from the payment server). 
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Conclusion

suggesting the used of mobile device to carry out financial transactions.
